While duty on eggs entering 
Canada is small, 8c per dozen, it will 
be evident to every egg producer that 
if this barrier was removed the eggs 
would enter Pacific coast points at so 
much less per than quoted 
above. Those who have been getting 
good prices for eggs durin, the past 
few morfths are not anxious to see 
their market made less profitable by 
the invasion of cheap eggs from China. 
Instead of wiping out the duty on 
eggs, as has been proposed, it seems 
that it might be increased with ad- 
vantage to the Canadian egg producer, 

During the past winter and spring, 
Western Canada has produced more 
eggs than ever before in her history, 
and for the first time on record has 
shipped some to Eastern Canada, in 
addition to supplying Winnipeg and 
other urban centres of the West. The 
entrance of cheap Chinese eggs on the 
Western egg trade will have a serious 
effect on the prices to the producer 
in Western Canada.

A Far-Seeing Scot Has Solved the 
Problem by Giving His Sons and 
Daughters a Block of Shares in a 
Rea! Joint Stock Company. 

A canny Scot has solved the old 
Problem of how to keep the boy on 
*ie farm by organizing his nine sons 
and daughters into a corporation und 
dividing the stock of his 1,800-acre 
farm among them, as though it were 


a city business, u factory, store or 
will. 

The father, John McCallum. was 
elected president of the farm cor- 


poration by, the vote of all the stock- 
holders, the eldest son general man- 
ager, and anotier son secrétary and 
treasurer. 

One son was made superintendent 
ef the Log department, all full blocd- 
ed stock. Another boy was chosen 
to care for the horses. Between two 
other gons the cattle and sheep were 
divided. The girls were placed in 
ehatge of the nome. Each child was 
made superinte:dent of some divi- 
ston of the ‘arm work and given su- 


preme authority in his or her de- 
partment. 
“] thought the matter over for a 


Jong time,” said ‘he far-seeing Scot, 
telling of his plans. “Then I finally 
drove to town, got a lawyer and told 
him my plans I suggested we call 
the farm the Lismore Stock Farm, 
from the name of the island in Scot- 
land where I was born. He inecr- 
porated the farm with a paidwup capi- 
tal representing my valuation of the 
farm and stock. I had a stock book 
printed and filed regular articles of in- 
corporation, 

“A Yew days later I called the child- 
ren jjto the purlor one morning af- 
ter breakfast and told them to be 
ready for a surp.ise. There were five 
sons and four daughters. I had cap- 
italized the favm at $100,000 and di- 
vided the gtock into blocks. I kept 
enough for a controlling interest. 
Then I presented each child witn a 
block of stock. The plan I had out- 
lined was for them to keep at work, 
buy some of in, stock each year, so 
that by the time I die they will have 
purchased all of my stock and wil 
have absolite control of the farm.” 

The children were enthusiastic over 
the idea. ' gave them an interest in 
the work o: the 1,800 acres that they 
bad never had beforé and before tne 
first week was over each one of the 
board of directors was doing his best 
to stop the leaks that beset any large 
corporation. 

The directors hold daily meetings 
around the family breakfast table, 
where the werk of the day is appor- 
tioned, while .nnual meetings of the 
efockholde*s are xeld, as required by 
Jaw, and the formalities of business 
procedure are duly observed. _ 

What has been the result of the 
experiment? Of the nine children 

it have stayed by the farm, one 
deserting ‘t to become a lawyer. Nor 
have the eight stayed against their 
will, or because they did not knew, 
by experience, the lure of the city. 
Five of the childre: have been away 
to college have completed their 
courses aud then hurried back home 
to stay by the old farm, in which 
they are directurs. Two of the girls 
are now :t college, drawing divid- 
ends from the farm corporation and 
planning to return home the minute 
they have won the coveted degree 

In only one important particular 
does the McCallum corporation differ 
from the usual cne The cLeckbcok 
is a decided innovation. Mr. McCal- 
lum had a special set of checks print- 
ed. Each year a certain percentage 
of the surplus is set aside. Each di- 
recisrt May Write a check on this sur- 
plus fund endorged on the check 
what the money {fs for and cash it 
without asking the permission of any 
other director. 

Only once has there been a very 
decided difference of opinion among 
ihe directors. Last year there was a 
lig surplus. The nine children direc- 
tors proposed to Luy an automobile; 
the president vf tie corporation was 
not favorable. The nine outvoted the 
one and the automobile was’ duly 
bought. Mr. McCallum chuckles over 
it now; perhaps he opposed the idea 
On purpose just .o see what would 
happen. Who knows? 

“Tl have to admit I've made it so 
all-fired interesting for the kids they 
haven't wanted to leave the farm,” 
says Mr. McCallum, “except that one 
boy--and he was cut out for a !aw- 
yer from the ctart, I guess.”

Dr. Knox described him as having 
teeth formed and arranged like an 
ape’'s, ears below their normal pcsi- 
tion, and unusuaily long arms. His 
hands were remarkable in that each 
little finger had but two phalanges, 
making them virtually thumbs, — that 
could be used with any other finger. 


Free Law Popular in Great Britain | 


Before the new British bystem of 
free law for litigants whose worldly 
possessions do not exceed $250 in 
value had been in force two days 
nearly 1,500 applications had been 
received by the committee of court 
officers entrusted with the work of 
dealing with them. 

Of these applications between 550 
and 600 were suits for divorce, and 
next in potnt of numbers came mone- 
tary disputes.

A few great humble 
sculs (perhaps but one) have lived 
there; and @his accounts for it. Per- 
haps they have cheerfully broken 
mcst of the Jaws of pedagogy and 
have never dreamed of it! The sheer 
force of character has succeeded in 
spite of it.

faults often found in country com- 
munities, “nich seriously hamper a 
thoroughly effective development of re- 
ligious education. 

The ordinary agencies for religious 
influence are the home, the church, 
the minister, the Sunday school, the 
country wo.k of tie Y.M.C.A. and the 
public school .eacher.

A statemeit of Canadian trade for 

the last fiscal year, has. been issued by 

the trade ind commerce department. 

The total trade in merchandise fo: the 

year was $1,073,766,098, am increase cf 

$26,697,554 over the preceding fiscal 
year. Impcrts tutaitled $618,328,874, 

a decrease of $61,671,315, while ex- 

ports totalled , 445,437,224, an increase 

of $78,368,869. | 

The net increase in trade for the 
year was d@o to the big gain in ex- 
ports of agricultural products, ani 
mal produce and manufactured pro- 
ducts, particularly during the aut- 
umn months. Since then there has 
been a considerable falling off both 
in imports and exports. The total ex- 
ports of agrict.lJtural products for tie 
year was $198,220,029, an increase 
of $48,074,468, or nearly thirty per 
cent. Exports of animal produce to- 
talled $53,349,119, an increase of §$8,- 
664,526, and exports of manufactures 
totalled $57,448,452, an increase of 
$13,750,644. 

Trade with the United Kingdom 
showed a ne! increase of $37,634,098. 
Trade with the United States showed 
a net increase of nearly there mil- 
lions. With the British West Indies, 
including Bermuda, despite the recent 
réciprocal trade agreement, there was 
a net falling off in trade of $1,620,283. 
From nearly every oommunity imports 
decreased, ‘vhile to every country ex- 
cept the Argentine Republic exports 
increased. From the United Kingdom 
Canada took last year imports valucd 
at $131,942,769, or $6,706,666 less than 
the preceding year. Canadian exports 
to the United Kingdom totalled $222,- 
422,766, a gain of $44,440,764. 

Imports {rom the United States jast 
year totalled $410,786,091, a decrease 
of $30,369,764.

Effect of Waves
